J. ‘AL Kelley Company, 
Moves Equipment To 
East Coast 


60DAYS MORE WORK 


Passenger Service Not 
To Be Put On Until 
September 


Construction of the Okeechobee ex- 
tension of the Florida East Coast rail- 
road is so nearly completed that the 
contract with the John A. Kelley Con- 
struction Company will:be brought to 
an end Saturday and after that date the 
remainder of the construction work be- 
tween Okeechobee and Canal Point will 
be done by the railroad company with 
its own equipment and forces. 

Completion of the-work on which the 
Kelley Company was’ engaged will re- 
quire about 60 days, it is estimated, and 
the schedule of passenger trains into 
and out of Canal Point will-not become 
effective until September 1, by which 
time the construction department , will 
be prepared to turn to the operaing de- 
partment that part of the branch line 
which will have been completed to the 
depot one mile south of Canal Point. 

Re-location of the, line between 
Canal Point and Belle Glade has been 
made but no announcement is made 
when the constemtion of that part of 
Ihe.road will be taken up. 

The Kelley ` Construction Company 
has been gradually withdrawing , itg 
equipment from the job for two weeks. 
_ With the Kelley Company off of the 
job Saturday night, work will be shut 
down Sunday. When work is resum-

:Connect Lake County 
With Kissimmee 


TAVARES, Fla, July 1.—Frechold- 
ers of the Upper Ocklawah navigation 
(district, comprising ‘the territory 
Lake county surrounding the Great 
Lakes of Highland, Jorida, "Lakes 
Griffin, Eustis, Ha Yale, Dora and 
Apoka, will meet here July 14 to clect 
seven permanent commissioners for the 
district, whose duty it will:be to carry 
out the construction through Lake 
county of the channel, 60 feet wide and 
8 feet deep, which will be opened 
“through the center of the state on a 
north and south line. 

Legislative authority was given at 
the last session for the creation of 
navigation districts in Lake,’ Grange 
and Osceola counties. Channels already 
exist beyond. the borders of these 
three counties, through the, lower Ock- 
lawah and St. Johħs rivers -on thel 
north and Kissimmee river. agd Lake 
Okeechobee on the south. 

‘There are three routes to Miami from 
Lake Okeechobec—one being St. Lucie 
‘canal, which connects with the coast 
line canal that extends south from St 
Augustine. West Palm Beach canal 
from Canal Point to West Palm Beach 
is another route. There will also be} 
available HiMsboro canal and North 

X New River canal as well as Miami 
* canal s 

The waterway will open the ‘whole 
beautiful highland region to practically 
the entire salt water fleet of Jackson- 
ville, Miami and other Florida ports. 
But a small percentage of these crafts 
exceed 8 feet in draft, and 450 miles of 
cruising through lakes and rivers of 
tropical beauty will make the waterway 
one of the grandest tours in 
America, 

Following the election of. commi 

sioners of which three are to be chos 
for a term of four years, two for thr 
Scaprwtd two for two years, a refere 
dum must be taken for the approval of 
any bonds issued to finance the work 
Local engineers have volunteered their 
services for the preliminary surveys 
and estimates of cost, their: remunera- 
‘rion to depend upon approval gf the 
bonds issues later. 
*.The navigation channel is in no 
sénse a drainage project, but it will not 
interfere with any drainage plans now 
under way, nor will it change the level 
of any of the lakes concerned. 

Federtl aid will be sought later for 
the přoject but under the rules of the 
government, requiring local authorities 
to start any such enterprise Lake coun- 
ty is prepared to defray the initial 
cost of the improvement.

and, at the same time, to enjoy thelr 
food. My only ‘don’t’ Ms the one re- 
garding the eating of such combina- 
tlons as fresh milk and cheese, and 
In fact, I advocate 
ihe use of evaporated milk entirely. 
Vegetables are fine and the more that 
the athlete eats the better.he will be 
for it. Pastry, of certain kinds, sueh as 
homemade ples, cakes and cookles, If 
made correctly, and with pure butter, 
evaporated milk and pure lard,.are 
very beneficial. Stews and bolls are 
Ideal. Taken ns a whole, any food, 
with a few exceptions, Is all right if 

properly cooked and eaten without 
gorging.”
